COAL MINERS IS 
SET FOR MAY 31 


New York, May 18 <A’>—Negotiat­ 
ing committees of hard coal oper­ 
ators and the AFL United Mine 
Workers, striving to avert a strike 
by 75.000 Pennsylvania anthracite 
miners, were called into their eighth 
wage contract discussion today.

He could 
even take off the air cleaner. 
"It may seem like a frill but It 
saves time to clean off parts. Often 
this shows up hidden trouble, and 
It alw’ays makes service work easier. 
My compliments to the customer who 
put penetrating oil over the rusty 
bolts of the fender wrhich he asked 
me to remove. When one owner 
drove in for a complete brake job he 
had removed all the hub caps and 
had taken up the floor m at so I 
could get at the m aster cylinder.” 
Caution on Oil Pan 
W hen a reader complained about 
the gears jumping out of m esh I 
happened to remember th a t he and 
a friend had spent a w'eek-end m an­ 
ually cleaning sludge from the sum p 
of the motor. It Immediately suggest­ 
ed to me th a t in replacing the oil 
pan they had failed to line it up 
properly with the flywheel housing. 
The effect of this is to cause dis­ 
tortion of the transmission case. 
Not only will the gear$ be encour­ 
aged to jump back to neutral but the 
clutch will be affected. I reminded 
them , unless the pan is taken off 
and replaced more carefully there 
would be a good chance of some 
new oil leaks. 
W hen a friend’s engine started 
cutting capers the carburetor was 
in such bad shape no one thought 
to argue against having this part 
cleaned and rebuilt. It was also 
decided to go over the distributor 
carefully, with special reference to 
the track in which the moveable 
plate turns when spark is advanced 
and retarded. After this bit of a tten ­ 
tion, how'ever, the engine continued 
to act as if it were afflicted with a 
stuck choke or a bad valve. Some 


buretor conditions will also cause 
missing, especially In cases where 
the air valve is operated by the 
throttle rather than by the engine’s 
suction. And don’t forget uneven 
compression as well as a weak coil.i 
Many times I have observed th a t 
lf you want to know w hat sort of 
troubles a car will develop you have 
merely to note the habits and tem ­ 
peram ent of the driver. Now I am 
more convinced th an ever before 
th a t this is true, for recently I rode 
with a friend of m ine who is ex­ 
tremely slow in his deliberations. He 
is still driving very cautiously, And 
under the floorboards you can hear 
those badly worn universal Joints 
chucking loudly. Also there is a 
m arked m otor bearing knock, put 
there I am sure by th e driver’s 
failure to shift down fast enough 
when the engine Is struggling on a 
hill. Poky driving, by the way, is

Methods of Heating 
While thinking about house clean­ 
ing, it may not be amiss to speak 
of house heating—for parking the 
stoves away for the summer was a 
part of that routine. 
Central heating was almost un­ 
known Wood burning stoves, “ten 
plate*’—and 
coal 
burning

stoves,"

shoulder height (you can sec two of 
them in the O. A. R post room>— 
and "base-burning coal stoves" of 
various degrees of perfection, with 
the kitchen stove in its appropriate 
place. 
Most. I think, second floors were 
heated by carrying the smoke pipe 
through tile floor into tile room 
above, often with 
a 
sheet iron 
"drum” there to increase the radia­ 
tion. 
The older houses had fireplaces In 
every room, though they arere little 
used In my time. Then. a number 
of "Sexton Fireplace Heaters" were 
in use—a coal steve made to fit 
the 
fire-place, 
the 
smoke 
pipe 
carried above the level of the second 
floor in the chimney which was 
there sealed off. converting it into 
a hot air flue, with a register into 
the second floor room They gave 
fairly satisfactory results. I still have 


two of them In my house—not In 
use for some years. 
The stoves were replaced after a 
secondary fall cleaning. The re­ 
placement of rusted stove 
pipes 
constituted a goodly part of the 
trade of the "tinners" at that time. 
Plastering also required the better \ 
grade of lime and the process was ; 
far more complicated than at the 
present time. They used two great 
"mortar beds"—usually on the curb, 
10 feet long and 6 to 8 feet wide, j 
and one feet deep, one above the 
other and draining into it The lime 
was slaked in the upper, strained 
into the loader and allowed to cool [ 
and "ripen" for several days, It was 
then, as needed for use. mixed with I 
hair 
<from 
the local tanneries.) ■ 
The slaking of lime for mortar was 
simpler, because the straining was 
unnecessary. It was often slaked 
on the ground, in a pool formed by 
sand which was later incorporated 
I into the mortar. It was a "far cry" | 
to the present methods of getting j 
the plaster In neat paper bags. lime, 
sand, fibre and all, and the lime 
for

white coat 
is similarly 
packaged.

wafts air tn and out of the lung 
by a method of equalizing pressure 
on both sides o f the chest wall as 
well as the upper and lower surface 
of the diaphragm.
